of the bladder above them, but alſo with a 1 
force ſufficient to dilate the bladder, and cir-

is in a good degree full) with a conſiderable

60 The matter of calculus has been conſider- 
ed by ſome, as ſimilar to the gypſeous bodies; 
others have compared them to the calcareous 
incruſtations which ſome mineral waters 
leave on the ſurface of vegetables and other 
bodies; others have ſuppoſed the calculus a 
ſort of tartar from wine but it is a ſub- 
ſtance totally different from theſe. It is not 


ſoluble in acids or water, like tartar; and, 
as it diſſolves in the cauſtic alkali, it is dif- 
ferent from the calcareous earths or gypſum, 
neither of which can be diſſolved in this ſub- 
ſtance. It efferveſces with the nitrous acid; 
but it is not attended with a loſs of weight. 
It proceeds from an inflammable matter pre- 
ſent, and is more ſimilar to the efferveſcence 
of metals with that acid, than its efferveſcence 
with the calcareous earths, and when ſet on 
fire in cloſe veſſels, it gives out a quantity of 
an atrial elaſtic fluid; and, I ſuſpect it will 
be moſtly found to be an inflammable mat- 
ter; that it is an animal concretion, which

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a friend's houſe, where he dined, and never 
ſaw a man of his age with a more healthful 


appearance. He was then in his 78th year. 


He eat with an appetite, and of a variety of 


diſhes; drank fome Madeira, and was very 


chearful the whole time. His Lordſhip then 


told me, that he had enjoyed perfect health 
ſince he ſent his caſe to the Royal Society; 


that he thought it probable there was ſtill a 


ſtone in his bladder, but fo diminiſhed or 


ſmoothened, as to give him no uneaſineſs; 


that, in the country, he could travel 40 miles 
a-day in his poſt-chaiſe, without fatigue, 
or feeling any of his old pains upon mo- 


tion; that he continued to drink for a 


col ſtancy three pints of oyſter- ſhell lime- 
water daily, and to take as often from half 
an ounce to a whole ounce of ſoap by 
way of lenitive.

ſage, at that part which is ſurrounded by - 
the proſtate gland. The ſurface of each 
was every where ſmooth, except where 
there had been a ſeparation of ſome ſmall 
ſcales, not ſo thick as one's nail. One of 
theſe calculi weighed 21 grains, the other 
22, the third was only about a grain, No 
parts could have a ſounder appearance than 
both the ureters and kidneys ; the firſt were 
not dilated, nor did the laſt contain any 
one, mucus, or gravel. The pelvis in 
each was of a natural ſize.” Huic epiſtolae 
Whyttius reſponſum dedit, ſcilicet, , 
gut at what time ſoever they may have 
firſt arrived in the bladder in 1747 and 
1748, they ſeemed to have acquired ſuch a 
bulk, or were become ſo rough, or pointed 
in their ſurface, as to occaſion great pain, 
frequent provocations to make urine, and 
ſometimes bloody urine, eſpecially after any 
conſiderable motion. Theſe complaints were 
ſoon relieved, by ſwallowing daily an ounce 
of Alicant ſoap, and three Engliſh pints of 
lime-water, made with calcinated oyſter- 
| ſhells ; 
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ſhells ; and "FIR 1748 to 1757) his Lord- 5 
ſhip was kept entirely free from any returns 
of them, except for ſome months of 1750 
and 1751, during which he took only one 
third part of the quantity of ſoap and lime- 
water above mentioned. It is probable, nay, 
I think altogether certain, that the ſoap and 
| Itme-water not only relieved Lord Walpole 
of the painful ſymptoms, occaſioned by the 
ſtones in his bladder, but alſo prevented their 
increaſe. If theſe ſtones eame into the blad- 
der in 1734, (when his Lordſhip firſt com- 
plained,) they muſt, in ſo many years as his 
Lordſhip lived after this, have acquired a 
very great bulk ; nay, 1f we ſuppoſe them 
not to have been lodged in the bladder above 
a year before they began to occaſion fre- 
quent inclinations to make urine, with pain, 
and ſometimes ſudden ſtoppages of urine; 
yet, from 1746 to 1757, they ought to have 


grown to a much larger ſize than that of the 
kernel of a Spaniſh nut +.”
